EMBASSY MEXICO RESPONSE KEYED TO PARAGRAPH 3 OF REF FOLL- 
OWS: 


3A. JUSTIFICATION OF PROGRAM: UNITED STATES FOREIGN 
POLICY TOWARDS MEXICO IS AIMED AT ASSISTING MEXICO MAINTAIN 
A SUFFICIENTLY PROSPEROUS ECONOMY AND STABLE POLITICAL SYS- 
TEM THAT ITS INTERNAL PROBLEMS. WHICH MAY ADVERSELY AFFECT 
U.S. INTERESTS, WILL BE REDUCED TO MANAGEABLE LEVELS. TO 
MEET THIS OBJECTIVE, THE U.S. PROVIDES MEXICO A LIMITED 
AMOUNT OF SECURITY ASSISTANCE. OTHER AREAS OF CONCERN IN 
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U.S./MEXICAN RELATIONS INCLUDE: THE REDUCTION OF THE NUM- 
BER OF UNDOCUMENTED WORKERS CROSSING THE BORDER; CONTINUED 
COOPERATION IN INTERDICTING THE FLOW OF DRUGS ACROSS THE 
BORDER; AND GREATER COOPERATION WITH THE U.S. ON ECONOMIC 
ISSUES.
